If 
the  reunion  is  held,  it  will  take  place 
■  at  Lake  Hillsboro  Park,  perhaps  on 
September  2. 

The  descendants  and  their  famil-- 
ies,  of  two  North  Carolinians,  David 
Abner  Clotfelter  and  his  wife,  Nancy 
Short  Clotfelter,  would  be  eligible  to 
attend  the  reunion.'- The  couple  were 
the  "parent  seed”  of  the  many  scores 
of  Clotfeltors  living  today  in  this  vi¬ 
cinity.  They  left  North  Carolina, 
with  their  eight  children,  intending 
to  settle  near  Capo  Cirardean,  Mo., 
a  century  ago,  or  more.  Relatives  of 
theirs  were  already  living  in  that 
part  of  the  west,  and  they  expected 
to  settle  there,  also.  They  emigrated 
through  the  wilds  of  those,  pioneer 
times  by  ox  team.  During  I  ho  weeks 
that  passed,  as  the  family  was  on  the 
| way  from  (be  Atlantic  seaboard,  to 
the  great  Mississippi  region,  David 
[Abner  Clotfelter,  the  father,  fell  ill, 
[died,  and  was  buried.  The  bereft 
: widow,  with  her  eight  children,  five 
! sons  and  three  daughters,  did  not 
’turn  back.  Eventually  the  family 
[reached  Cape  Girardeau-,  and  thoir 


relatives.  They  did  not  remain  there, 
as  it  happened,  but  came  later  to 
Hillsboro,  settling  here  permanently. 

From  that  time  to  this,  six  or  even 
seven  generations  of  Clolfelters  have 
been  represented.  The  eight  Clot¬ 
felter  pioneer  children  married,  and 
helped  replenish  the  earth.  No  one 
has  ever  counted  up  the  living,  direct 
descendants,  of  David-  Abner  and 
Nancy  Short  Clotfelter,  that  wo  know 
of,  -hut  thoro  are  plenty  of  them. 
Should  they  all  attend  a  Clotfelter 
reunion,  with  all  their  families,  a 
large  park,  like  Lake  Hillsboro  Park, 
would  he  necessary,  as  the  scene  of 
the  gathering,  or  there  would  he  lit¬ 
tle  Clotfelter  twigs  on  the  family 
tree,  spilling  off,  around  the  edges! 

The  eight  Clotfelter  children,  half- 
orphaned  during  that  long  ago  trip 
between  North  Carolina  and  Illinois, 
were :

The  Clotfelter  “girls”  do  not 
appear, — the  picture  was  taken  many 
years  ago.  Perhaps  the  pioneer  opin¬ 
ion  still  prevailed,  to  a  degree,  that 
woman's  place  was  at  the  fireside 
and  the  cradle,  and  the  t.hrco  Clot¬ 
felter  girls  were  home  doing  their 
stuff!
